CITI OLO LAWS 
The indictments were based 
on old laws enacted during Re­ 
construction days. 
One charged the 18 with con­ 
spiracy to violently deny civil 
rights. The other alleges the 
men took part in a conspiracy 
involving law enforcement offi­ 
cers to 
illegally 
punish the 
three. 
Maximum penalty on the first 
charge: IO years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. On the second: one 
year and a $1,000 fine on each of 
four counts.

The interns want a minimum 
$96 a month for the lowest paid 
student and an increase from

mum salary is $20 a month. 


LONDON (AP) — At least 
nine persons were feared dead 
today after the worst gales in IO 
years battered the British Isles 
and the Bay of Biscay.

NEW YORK (AP) — Henry

Lodge was U.S. am bassador 
to Saigon from August, 1963, until 
last June. He was the Republi­ 
can vice presidential candidate 
in 1960, and is a form er am bas­ 
sador to the United Nations.

He gave his views in replies to 
questions submitted by The As­ 
sociated Press.
